Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Spe 
calj—Gov. Cox of Ohio, the Demo- 
eratic nominee for president, accepted 
not only President Wilson’s uncompro- 
mising- stand on the league of nations 
at the White House conference yester- 
day, but Mr. Wilson’s plan of cam- 
paign to win the election on this as 


the paramount issue. 

' President Wilson, it transpired to- 
day, believes the same western states 
which broke from their Republican 
moorings and carried him to victory 
in.1916 can be relied upon, with proper 
attention by the Democratic campaign 
Managers, to repeat the performance 
this year, insuring the election of Cox 
and Roosevelt and the ingorsement of 
the Wilson policies. 


New Dress for Slogan. 

The “kept us out of war” issue, to 
Wiich has been generally attributed 
the succese of the president in carry- 
ing a number of states west of the 
Mississippi, is to be given a new dress.

But the real simon pure spokesman 
of the president on the league of:na 
tions in the far west is to be Secretary 
of State Colby, an engaging and force- 
ful orator, who will be relied upon to 
interpret the covenant in detail with 
greater fidelity to the president's view 
than Gov. Cox -could be expected to 

attalg, There is another purpose, too, 

in the decision to send Mr. Colby to 
the far west. This region is one of

1916.

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 19.—Bul- 
garia has called the class of 1921 to 
the colors, according to a dispatch 
from Sofia. Demonstrations against 
the Greeks are reported in the interior 
of Bulgaria as well as in the border 
towns. 

Col. Daricone has assumed com- 
mand of the Bulgarian comitadje 
north of the Rhodolpho mountains and 
Col. Kafbandjieff is commanding the 
regular troops in other localities. 

Two hundred Bulgarians attempted 
to burn Tchuruk, which was patrolled 
by the Greeks, but were driven off 
\after killing a woman and two men. 

New Balkan War? . 

There are fears in Constantinople 
that the world is about to witness the 
atrocities of a new Balkan war. The 
Bulgarian government has been warn- 
ing the entente ever since the treaty 
first macs the award of . western 
Thrace to Greece that it would not be 
responsible for the consequences when 
the Greeks began to occupy the region. 

The region is heavily populated with 
Bulgarian Moslems, so much so that 
Bulgaria entered a weighty claim for 
the territory during the peace confer- 
ence. There also is a large number 
of Greeks, of Turks, and of Bulgarian 
Christians. | 

Greeks Cling to Coast. 

The Greeks recently landed on the 
Thracian coast under the protection of 
British gunboats, but so far, it is re- 
ported, have not ventured inland be- 
yond the range of the naval guns. 
Probably drawn up before them, ready 
to contest their advance when they 
move to the proposed occupation, are 
the Turkish forces of Jafar Tayar, the 


gultan’s administrator of the region, 


with a residence at Adrianople. 

Large numbers of Bulgarian irregu- 
lar troops have joined Tayar, it is re- 
ported, but up to this time there had 
been no official action from Sofia. 

There is considerable doubt in Con- 
stantinople how the situation will de- 
velop if the Bulgarians fight the 
Greeks. The allies have no troops to 
send to help the Greeks. It is not 
thought that Jugo-Slavia will come to 
the aid of the Greeks, because of the

It is now certain that more. than 
5,000 Bulgarian comitadje, mostly for- 
mer regulars, now are helping the 
Turks in Adrianople. The total troops 
within the city environs is estimated 
at 20,000 to 40,000. , 

The Turkish Nationalists are fac- 
ing serious difficulties, according to 
Athens. French and British troops 
have cut their communications with 
Constantinople and the Greeks - are 
east, north, and west of the City. 

The only serious danger threatening 
the Greeks is the possibility of Bul- 
garia declaring war and attacking their 
rear. Such action is not a remote 
possibility, for Bulgaria is exceedingiy 
bitter over the gward of Thrace to the

BRITISH TERMS 
FOR POLAND 


Will Deal Only with 
Warsaw. 


LONDON, July 20, 8 a. m.—The re 


to the British note concerning an 
armistice with Poland. rejects in sub- 
stance the British peace proposals, ac- 
cording to the London Times, which 
today publishes a summary of the 
soviet answer. . 

The document is long and the 
Times assumes that it soon will be 
published by the government. 

The bolsheviki decline to come to 
London for the suggested peace con- 
ference, according to the Times, be- 
Cause they say Great Britain is not 
impartial. They also object to the 
admission to the conference of dele- 
gates from the Baltic states, saying 


them. 

Reds Offer “Better Frontier.” 

As to Poland, the bolshevik govern- 
ment points out that the proposed 
armistice line is unfair to Poland, and 
that with direct negotiations the bol- 
sheviki are prepared to grant Poland 
a much more favorable frontier. 

The bolshevik reply refuses flatly 
to entertain any conditions regarding 
the forces of Gen. Wrangell and the 
refugeés in south Russia and de- 
mands their unconditional surrender. 

The tone of the reply is sarcastic, 
says the Times, which declares it is 
aimed at driving a wedge between Po- 


lish dissatisfaction with the British 
proposal. The Times adds that it be- 
lieves the reply will make it more diffi- 
cult for Great Britain to enter into 
trade relations with Russia. 


Russians Capture Grain. 
WARSAW, July 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Poles are with- 
drawing td the south and southwest 
from the railway junction of Lida 
(about 60 miles south of Vilna), which 
has been occupied by the bolsheviki in 
their drive in the direction of Grodno. 
‘This bolshevik sweep across Lithu- 
ania is giving the soviet forces posses- 
sion of a rich harvest, as they are occu- 
pying thousands of acres planted by 
the Poles. 
The civilian population is in flight. 
Food sent by American relief agencies 
is being loaded upon cars for shipment 
to a safer place. It is at Lida the 
railway changes from the Russian 
broad gauge to the standard width. 


Holding Reds in Check. 

Strong bolshevik attacks have been 
repulsed around Husiatyn and Arzo- 
manic and in the region of Dubno. The 
bolsheviki are reported to,be regroup- 
ing for a drive on Kovel (about seventy- 
five miles southeast of Brest-Litovsk). 

The Poles are holding on the old Ger- | 
man line, where-Gen. Budenny’s cav- 
alry and-masses of infantry are seeking 
to force a breach with Lemberg as 
their objective. : 
The bolsheviki in their westward 
push have reached the vicinity of the 
former Russo-German battle line on the 
western edge of the Pripet marshes.

‘To the south of the Niemen there is 
considerable fighting all along the line

‘ IS ILLINOIS AMERICAN? 

Gov. Lowden has given his reasons for support 
ing Lieut. Gov. Oglesby for the Republican nomina 
tion for governor against Thompson's man, Len 
Small. 

He recalis to the citizens of the state, if any have 
forgotten it, that during the war he came in conflict 
with Mayor Thompson, and he did so because he 
was pushing the state’s war artivities. 

“During the war,” the governor says, “it was 
my duty to put the entire strength of Illinois so 
far as possible back of the government in the 
prosecution of the war. Patriotism demanded this, 
and the history and traditions of the great state 
reinforced the demafd of patriotism. It was my 
constant endeavor to perform this duty. In doing 
this, as is well known, I came into conflict with 
the mayor of Chicago. One of the consequences 
was that all the elements of disloyalty and discon- 
tent becamé arrayed under his banner.” 

Lowden’s record during the war is well known 
to the public and was highly approved by the pa- 
triotic people. He makes a charge against Thomp- 
son which could hardly be surpassed in severity 
and seriousness. He says that he came into con- 
flxt with Thompson in prosecuting war activities, 
and that Thompson gathered to him all the ele- 
ments of disloyalty and discontent. 

The war governor of the state makes this state- 
ment regarding the mayor of Chicago in an effort 
to persuade the people of the state not to put their 
government in the hands of a man controlled by 
Thompson. 

Mr. Lowden could not have made another charge 
so condemnatory of the political character of 
Thompson as the charge that in wartime his activ- 
ities gathered disloyalty and discontent to his sup- 

‘ 


That makes the issue which Thompson cannot 
avoid and Which the people of the state must de- 
cidé. if Gov. Lowden is wrong, Mr. Thompson 
will have to prove it. The governor was in author- 
ity and he was in charge of the stata work which 
brought him into conflict with the mayor of Chi- 
cago. 

A politician might think the war was unpopulaf, 
and he might think that an aggressive proAmer- 
ican would be treated coldly by the people, and 
he might seek to win political advancement by 
being cold whére war enthusiasm was needed. 

Len Small sayg he agrees with Thompson in 
everything. He would have to agree if he were 
to be supported by Thompson, and because he does 
agree Thompson wants to make him governor. 
He is Thompson's candidate and he would be 
Thompson's governor. 

The Republicans of the state can decide the issue 
by voting for Oglesby. If they do not nominate 
him the people of the state may decide it by electing: 

We do not believe that the people of Illinois 
in the first election of a governor after the war 
will give the office to 4 man indorsed and supported 
by Thompson, whose speeches were thought by the 
Germans to be good war material, They thought 
them good enough German war material to drop 
them behind the American lines in France to dis- 
courage American soldiers. 

If Illinois is a real American state it will bring 
Thompson's campaign to an accounting in the Re- 
publican primaries.

He talked 
with Pregident Wilson Sunday and announced that 
he and Mr. Wilson, who is opposed to reservations, 
were in perfect accord, and that the governor

One of the two reservations which Cox had writ- 


‘ten provided that the league had to be and to re- 


main a real instrument for the betterment of map- 
kind and the preservation of peace, or the United 
States would get out of it. The other provided 
that nothing in the acceptance of the covenant 
by the United States should be construed to impair 
the United States constitution. | 

The United States constitution does not say any- 
thing about the Monroe doctrine or the equaliza- 
tion of voting strength in the assembly of the 
league. Mr. Cox, even when in a reserving mood, 
was willing that the British empire should have 
six votes to one for the United States, and he was 
willing to let the Monroe doctrine stand as the 
Wilson covenant phrases it. Otherwise his reser- 
vations might be said to cover with a generaliza- 
tion the specific points which Lodge set forth and 
which the Republicans support. ; 

When Mr. Cox did speak of reservations he 
might have been saying everything or nothing—as 
has been his habit in discussing this issue. But 
whatever hé meant on Saturday he could not have 
meatit it on Sufday. A man who has reservations 
and a man who will itr: have them cannot be in 
accord, and Mr. Cox says he and the president are 
in accord. 

We know less as to where Mr. Cox stands now 
than we did before. His statements make his opin- 
ions just as clear as a hunk of tar. Possibly when 
he replies to the notification he will have found his 
way out, but we doubt it. 2 


- Mr. Cox is trying to run as the Democratic can- 


didate on the Republican platform. He'll be found 
on that platform before the campaign is over if 
the Republicans do not watch him. We euppose it 
is unavoidable that the wets should be told he is 
wet and the drys should be told he is dry, but we 
object to his running as a nationalist to Repub- 
licans and an internationalist to Democrats.

_its fast mail train between Toledo and St. Louis 
That 
‘the airplane excteded the trains in speed was well 
known, but that the air mail service had been deve]l- 
oped to a point so important and dependablé may 
cause surprise. . It is a demonstration of the com- 
mercial use of the plane that promises service of great 
value to the business world. . 

Some railways, probably most of them, will be 
glad of a reason for eliminating some fast passenger 
trains. It is no secret they are unduly expensive in 
equipment, maintenance and operation and far from 
Satisfactory in point of Income. As a rule they were 
put on for advertising the line, or to secure an 
‘important mail contract, the Income from which met 
‘the deficit from passenger income. 

If the airplanes are able to handie the mail between 
important points the fast mail trains can be elim- 
inated and additional opportunity given for handling 
freight traffic from which there is profit derived. Few 
of the fast passenger trains are justified from the 
standpoint of earnings. They race over the miles, 
compelling all other trains to get out of the way, 
and often delay business from which the road earns 
good income. If the airplanes oust the fast mail 
trains and some unnecessary passenger flyers are 
taken off, the trains that bring profits may have a 
| chance and the roads and the public eath be the 
gainer by the change.

WAR LORD'S DECEPTIONS 
IN 1916 RETOLD REICHSTAG | 


BERI.IN, July £9.—The report of the second sub- 
committee of the committee of investigation on Presi- 
dent Wilson's peace effort during the winter of 1916- 
1917,. prepared by Prof. Sinsheimer, formér Socialist 
member ot the reichstag, draws the conclusion that 
President Wilson’s action .made peace overtures pdos- 
sible, but that the German government, not avail- 


ing itself of them, instead took a stand for unre 


stricted U-boat warfare. 

The report, made available in full here today, is 
signed by six members of the different political par- 
ties. It is a grave indictment of Géermany’s military 
‘dictators at the time. The report shows how the 
‘economists of Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
civil government, éven Dr. Karl Helfferich, then 


U-boat warfare could insure German victory. 

As the gravest mistake the report mentions the fact 
that America’s resources were completely underesti- 
‘mated. The report says it was argued the submarines 
would, prevent the transportation of American troops, 
|“ if there were any.” It further declares that the 

submarines failed to terrorize sufficiently neutral ship- 
ping, that not sufficient attention was paid to the 
| anti-U-boat measures of Germany's enemies, and, 
finally, that when America entered the war the mili- 
tary authorities failed to make adequate provision 


j for its inevitable lengthy protraction. 


That the German public was grossly misled is a 
further charge in the report, which implies that al- 
though the economic “ experts " gave adhesion to un- 
restricted U-boat warfare at the behest of the mill- 
tary leaders, the experts were rabid party men and 
did not include really first class authorities, espe- 
cially on shipping, who, the report holds, should have 
been consulted. 
_ In fact, the report goes on, “ no arguments against 
U-boat war were permitted to be placed at any time ” 
before the reichstag. The report especially mentions 
the withholding from public knowledge of communi- 
cations from Dr. Haniel von Haimauzen, formerly 
chancellor of the German embassy ‘at Washington; 
Dr. Franz von Papen, former military attaché to 
the embassy, and Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, former com- 
mercial attaché to the embassy, who, being familiar 
with tke American. situation, insistently warned 
, against unrestricted U-boat warfare. 
—_ 
The report notably Von Papen's message. 
to Gen. Erich von Ikenhayn, former chief of the 
German staff, “if you fail to keep the United States 
out you have lost the war.” 


The capitulation of the civil government's misgiv- | 


ings to what now has proved to be the mistaken 
policy of frightfulness and the fact that the reichstag 
was kept in ignorance of the real situation, aeccord- 
ing tothe report, were the cause of Germany’s col- 
lapse. 

“The higtorical blame of Germany’s political gov- 
ernment,” the report continues, “that on the vital 
question of Germany’s existence it allowed to happen 
that which in its conviction was pernicious to the 
country. The blame of the military leadership is 
that, knowing unrestricted U-boat warfare would 
inevitably entail America’s entry, it played the card.” 

Appended to the majority report is an interesting 
document giving a marginal note in the former em- 
peror’s hand on a memorial from Admiral von Holtz- 
endorff, then head of the German naval! general 
staff, in which the latter suggested a refusal to the 
proposal by the American ambassador at Vienna 
that to avoid,embroilment American ships going to 
England shovid not be torpedoed. The Kaiser wrote: 

“T agree ‘to be declined.’ An end must be made 
once for all to negotiations with America. If Wilson 
wants war he can make and have it.” — 

A minority feport issued at the same time as the 
majority report consists mainly of arguments to the 
effect that President Wilson’s efforts at the time 
were not définite enough afd that there were suffi- 
cient reaséns to adopt unrestricted U-boat warfare.

Fokker, builder of the Fokker aeroplanes, and un- 
official director of Germany’s aerial arm during the 
war, in an interview, the first he has given since the 
war. 

“The German war ministry adopted what was 
called ‘The American plan’ during the summer of 
1917, when a certain group of Americans were prom- 
ising first 100,000 planes, then 50,000 and finally 25,000 
on the front in less than a year. 

“ The ridiculousness of these statements can best be 
realized by the fact that during the campaign of 1917, 
Germany maintained about 10,000 machines at the 
front, and the allies only a thousand or so more. We 
intended to triple the German output for the early 
spring of 1918 to meet the American effort, as we did 
fear that perhaps 4,000 or 5,000 American machines 
might be on the front in March or April, 

“Germany was unable to triple her aeroplane sout- 
put, and not evén able to double it. Scarcity of ma- 
terial and of efficient labor, but principally the rapid 
developments and improvements in existing types of 
machines, prevented mass production. Machines 
which were considered almost perfect in the winter 
of 1917-18 were made obsolete and scrapped by new 
developments and inventions and improvements and 
refinements generally. 

“It was only’ about two months before the armi- 
stice that I finally saw an American aeroplane which 
had been brought down in the German lines. It was 
what you called a ‘ Liberty type,’ constructed on the 
lines of a De Haviland 4, and with a motor some- 
what resembling a Rolls-Royce, or a fixed Hispano 
Suiza.

T has been found that in hot weather 
the human body does not make less 
heat but makes more heat, assum- 
ing that the individual is equally ac- 

tive in both warm and cold weather. 

If the individual, because of the heat, 
decides f6 lie in a hammock under a fan 
he will make less heat, of course. Thus 
indirectly does a man make less heat in 
hof weather. The regulation of the 
body temperature in hot weather is ac- 
complished by increasing the Joss of heat 
from the skin and lungs. _ 

If a man takes active exercise and 
thus increases his heat production he 
will continue to make heat at an in- 
créased rate for some time after he has 
quieted down. There is considerable sci- 
entific basis for the opinion that a cool 
bath at night before retiring will increase 
the comfort of sleep during hot weather. 


Since the qtiestion of comfort in hot 
climates and hot weather is so closely 
bound up with loss of heat, we.are in- 
terested in the question of clothes for hot 
weather. 

Dr. A. Gibbs says that the ideal rai- 
ment for the tropics is a large white 
umbrella lined with green. I have seen 
Negro children on southern plantations 
dressed that very way except for the 
umbrella. They were more comfortable 
than .were the observers. 

“ Sines the ideal hot weather sugges- 
tion of raiment,” Dr. Gibbs says, “is

Judge’s Ruling Will Bring 
Ole Hanson on Stand. 


A decision by Judge Oscar Hebel 
yesterday, in the trial of twenty mem- 
vers of the Communist Labor party 
for conspiracy to advocate the over- 
throw of the government, permitted 
the testimony of Harry J. Wilson, gov- 
ernment agent, regarding chaotic con- 
ditiens during the genera! strike in 
Seattle, Wash., eb. 6, 1919. 

The decision will permit ex-Mayor 
Ole Hanson to take the witness stand 
today and tell of the efforts of the 
strikers to intimidate him into sur- 
rendering the reins of government into 
the hands of the strikers. 

The organization of the soldiers’, 
sailors’, and workmen’s council was 
described by the witness, who had been 
invalided home after two years’ serv- 
ice in the world war with the Cana- 
dian army. He was in uniform and 


was hired by Fred N. Nelson to havo} 


literature printed and to circulate 
20,000 copies among the soldiers and 
sailors. Ile was to make a canvass 


_of their attitude toward a general 


strike and an uprising against the 
government. 
How Soldiers Were Tempted. 


Copies of circulars and posters were 
produced by the witness. A _ poster 
showing a discharged soldier with 
empty pockets had the inscription: 
“Where do we go from here? Join 
the workers’, soldiers’, and sailors’ 
council. Together we win.” 

Another poster showed a capitalist 
with a pile of money behind him la-. 
beled “ War Profits.” The picture was 
headed “ Russia Did It.” An appeal to 
the striking ship workers was printed 
below the picture. “ Your employers 
ere helpless without you. Make the 
shipyards your own. Decide your 
working conditions and wages your- 
self. A nation-wide general strike and 
the overthrow of the present rotten 
system which produces thousands of 
millionaires and millions of paupers 
each year is the only way out. The 
Russians have shown you the way.” 

Wilson told of being elected a dele- 
gate and attending the first meeting 
of the council on Jan. 26, 1919.

“Practically every organization in 
Seattle was represented. Various

Describes Strike Bound City. 
When the general strike was actual- 
ly ealled, the witness said, he was 
given tickets, on which he secured 
mealg at the soup kitchens established 
by the strike committee. All stores, 


pestaurants, and shops. were closed. 


Street cars were not in operation, The 
afternoon newspapers were not pub- 
lphed. Electric wires were cut, dis- 
ebdling light, telephone, and tel h 
service. The fire alarm system was 
rendered useless. Bread lines were 
formed. Mothers were begging milk. 

A funeral cortége passed. The hearse 
bore a sign announcing that permis- 
aton had been secured from the strike 
committee to conduct the burial. The 
etrikers had their own police force. 
A white ribbon worn on the arm was 
their badge. It read, “ War Worker’s 
Guard.” 

Baskets of food were being delivered 
to the strikers’ headquarters all day. 
Some of thege, opened in Wilson’s pres- 
ence, contained firearms. Exemption 
cards were needed to secure anything.
